Society everywhere in America, save perhaps in a 


few of the older towns, Is too new, unsettled, and of 
too transient a cnaracter to be purely aristocratic. A 
season in Washington will give a stranger. In tne 
'shortest possible time ana la the best ana truest 
form, the most correct type of American so- 
ciety. Democratic enough for freedom, it li 
invariably well tempered and modulated by the 
esthetic elements in its leaders. A few families 
liere, who taSo pride in being "old and well estab- 
lished," maintain a somewhat rigid degree of caste, 
bat when one comes we'l introduced lie is made the 
recipient or such cordial and Kezierous welcome as 
to leei that mis element of society is a most dellj'i?.- 
/ul one. 


But what Interests the people moal Is of the 


people and o[;eu to them. They feel a sort of per- 
sonal pride and ownersSip In the magnificence oi 
the Capitol and the various public buildings: but as 
Iranian faces and human forms forever possess in- 
terest beyond architecture, the ruling passion tri- 
umphs, and the reception topic gains lull possession 
of the senses. AS society here differs in its organi- 
zation, system and operation irom rhat elsewhere, it 
Is an easy matter for one TO comprehend tho situa- 
tion. The President's receptions are public, not oc- 
curring at regular intervals, but always duly adver- 
tised hi the city papers. Thy are held from eight 
to ten In the evening. Mrs. Grant receives every 
Tuesday, Irom two until lour P. M. Her receptions 
ore open to all, and from three until four she 
13 usually assisted by the President. On every 
Wednesday, after 
two la the 
afternoon, the 


ladles of the Cabinet receive, ana all persons are at 
liberty to call. On every Friday evening, from nine 
until eleven, Speaker Blainerecewescis iriuuis pro- 
miscuously. Thursday and Saturday aro the reecy- 
tlon days of the ladies or the diplomatic corps. 
Aside from these aro numberless receptions or a 
more exclusive character, for which cards are 
issued. 


THE PRESIDENT'S LEVEES. 


There are no prescribed roles or etiquette or dross 


imposed upon visitors at tue Presiueut'a levees, 
except those of decorum and deceucv. One would 
thins all tho people of Washington turned out en 
»Kiss« to swell the throngs bound lor the Executive 
Mansion. At about nine o'clock the accession is, 
perhaps, greatest. People get there in all sorts of 
•ways. Carriages, horse car^ ana pedeatfiaaism 
•tt'Mcii the people out West call "Fool & Walker's 
express"—are brought luto lively use. At the en- 
trance gentlemen are ordered to the r&lit and ladles 
to the left. If the evening is propitious ladles and 
Ihuir dressing room altogether too small. ',yr;ippmc3 
are laid aside, bandied up into tne most secure shape, 
checked and disposed or by tne waitiujj maids tn 
juiendanee. Women who eutereslhoodod ana wrap- 
ped like monKs, with, their dresa ssircs piancj op 
about uicm, premiums: a magajilelCcrcian be»J. 
emeiee full blown and radiant. A woman skilled In 
tuo preservative tollec art sralus tlie (ire-sins: room 
Berene irad uadistariied. Tue uumitiatea find re- 
pairs necessary; stray tresaos are rcstoroJ to favor 
and cosmelical damages attended to. Gloves are 
flrawn on, buttoned, and the laily is ready for ner 
escort. If he Is acquainted with the topojtrapiiy of 
Hie niiiiislou he joins her in the dressing room, ami 
they fail Into the line of march for the Blue Koom, 
•where the President receives. But il is like gems 
through the eye of a needle, or belair put through 
Hedged and hemmed in hy a mass ot human beings 
you are secured as by a vise.

In vain we seeS for a solution of the mystery. It 


cannot be that we are without the taleat to supply 
sue! a demand. The evidences of the proof fo the 
contrary we see around us every day. It Is not, or 
course, tuat we are wanting in artistic taste; least 
of all is it tuat we lack the means. We cannot sup- 
pose that it is public spirit in which we are deflcieut, 
when we see money spent so freely in other causes 
and so many arise to sustain points of far less Im- 
portance. Ol course, It cannot be that an intelligent 
people. In the accumulation of wealth and m the 
pursuit or personal advantages, forjet Truat tuey 
"owe to their higher natures ana to their brothers 
among men. JS'or can we suppose tuat among uu 
the practical usurps the office aud fuactions of tne 
Kslheilc and the intellectual. 


TUe question remains uusolved- We are, there- 


fore, obliged to wonder still longer why a people, 
second to none in Intellectual activity, progress and 
civilization, practica'.ly ignore a question of sach 
vast importance hi the solution of otnera seemingly 
Erosa and seiflsu. TUere Is dormant In the coarsest 
natures a chord winch, is at least the principle of a 
love for the beautifuL Ic is this chord whose note 
sounds in the great choral of ttaraaaity. It may only 
occasionally vibrato Irom a momentary influence. 
It may awaken into harmouy. It may be developed 
into taste. It is something, at least, to have touched, 
even for a moment, the note whose sound is music 
In the din ana discord of Unman hearts. Meanwhile, 
in aefault of any regular national or public gallery, 
we should not lall to appreciate tBoso repositories of 
aft among us ivhich so creditably supply the present 
great want. Prominent among these is

whose judicious collection furnishes a varied selec- 
tion of domestic and foreign works of art.

The expected return of the national guards ana 


volunteers on service In Paraznay is another matter 
wMett was excitinst attention. The comte d'JSu 
wanted to arrive in mo with a body of 5,000 or go 
of them to give an opportnnily to the people of KIo 
to give them an ovation. This the Ministry refused 
to permit, alleging varions reasons, such as that it 
would be disparaging to the regulars who will have 
to remain In Paraguay, and to the wounded and 
disabled men who nave already returned. Some say 
the Ministry was afraid to allow the Comte d'Bu to 
return at the head of a respectable force, devoted to 
him as is the Brazilian army, lest Ue should attempt 
a coup a'etot. Probably this was the case, for 
although nothing of the thing feared Is likely to 
occur through the Comte d'En's action, it Is known 
that tliere is no love lost between the Prince and the 
Emperor's existing Cabinet 
However, there are 


othef reasons besides tae political fears; there 
is a large

due to tne

Brazil and the West Indies. But the govprnment 
has decided nothing as yet in reeard to mating 
the land connections with the cable terminal near 
Pernambuco. although several propositions have 
been before it for more tnan a year. However, it 
may be that the new Minister of Agriculture will 
come to some decision belore the Legislature sits, 
so as to anticipate the interpellations which, are 
sure to be made inregard to the matter. 
Seven tenders were handed in upon the 18th, with 
proposals to carry tae mans between Pari and Rio, 
ca'liag at the chief ports, and Between Rio, tne 
river I'laie and Jdatto Grosso, calling at St. Catnenno 
aud Elo Grande uo Sul. All tno steamers, except 
those between Rio and Buenos Ayres, must sail 
under the Brazilian flag. Among the seven tenders 
is one from

fcusamship Company, two from resiaent Eng- 
lish houses,

ana two from Brazilian arms. Strange to say the 
Brazilian company, wnlch has hitherto carried on 
the service and wwch is powerful and wealthy, has 
sent in no tender. Many persous assert that t&e com- 
pany feels sure that all tue tenders put in will be -re- 
jected and that It tncn caa dicute Its own terms. It 
is to be hoped, however, that the service will 
lall into foreign hands, for its administration by 
tne Brazilian Company was sadly beumd tne require- 
ments oi the times as regards regularity, speed and 
accommodations, and toe captains thought them- 
^ulves privileged to hall starve and bully the passen- 
gers, wuo haa noresourcebuttoenaure. Fortunately 
the competition of foreign vessels has been bringing 
sueii gentry to their bearings. 
The Legislature of Pianhy, which is almost totally 
composea of liberals, has instituted belore the 
Supreme Conn or Brazil a prosecution oi a former 
Vice President, who last year suspended thirteen 
provincial laws which were in execution. Besides 
tnis acf- the Vice President Is accused of various 
other political or administrative misdemeanors. 
After a long delay the suspension of the laws was 
declared illegal by tha government, and he was dis- 
misssed nine montns after his action.

General Grant to tie the Next President. 
The present struggle in the democratic partj 


lias a meaning which will not: appeal' to 
casual observer. We see two factions eagerly 
warring upon each other, sacrificing the tri- 
umphs of party and their principles to persona! 
spite and aggrandizement 
The Manhattan 


Club and the Sixth ward have formed an alli- 
ance, at the head of which we see Samuel J. 
Tilden and Mtlce Norton, supported by a sen- 
sation opera boujfe newspaper and a subsidized 
organ of the roughs and thieves of this city. 
Thus far they have done nothing except to pre- 
vent the party from carrying out its pledges. 
The end of the intrigue, as it now seems, will 
be to destroy the democracy as an organiza- 
tion, continue republican 
ascendancy 
for 


twenty years, and secure the re-election of 
General Grant in 1872. 


This proposition may seem to be rather 


sweeping. But let us consider it. At the last 
election the democratic party, marshalled by 
the Tammany chiefs, carried New York against 
the tremendous popularity ot General Grant. 
The soldier's reputation swept over the country 
and overthrew every element of democratic 
strength. 
Far off in California there was 


a little successful opposition from local irrita- 
tion occasioned by the Chinese immigration. 
In Kentucky and Maryland and Delaware 
there was a kind of feudal Middle Ages devo- 
tion to slavery and the plantation democracy 
which still survived the war, something like 
the whipping post and pillory and lottery 
wheel, which in those States even yet resist 
the march of reason and religion. Here ia 
New York we had a liberal, progressive demo- 
cratic organization, recognizing the lessons of 
the war and wiliingto bring itse.'f in iine with 
inevitable events. Upon war issues it made a 
battle and won it. In the submerging flood 
which covered the country with radicalism, 
scarcely leaving a spot large enough for a 
democratic dove to rest its feet, the democracy 
of New York remained intact, luminous, 
organized and triumphant. To New York the 
country looked for deliverance, and to its 
democracy the beginning of the reaction, which 
would enable it to elect General Hancock, or 
Judge Chase, or some acceptable leader, in 
1872. 


On the contrary, what do we see ? The tri- 


umphant army is dissolving into a mob. What 
is its earliest duty ? Certainly those municipal 
reforms which even republicans believe to be 
necessary for the good government of the city 
of New York. "We have a Charter which is a 
thing of shreds and patches—rag after rag 
sewed on to the original until nothing remains 
aut an ungainly and unsuitable garment. 
Plainly the first duty of this triumphant party, 
>ledged as it is to the amplest measure of re- 
brm, and committed over and over again to the 
destruction of the existing commissions, is to 
;ive us a Charter which shall be the enactment 
if the people's will into law, the establishment 
upon a substantial basis of the true democratic 
principle. There can be no easier, no more 
necessary work. The party is pledged to it— 
the democratic party of the country looks for 
it with anxious eyes. Upon its success wil 
depend the general triumph of the democracy 
in the Presidential campaign. 


A harmonious democracy quietly proceeding 
the work of reform, and showing, by the 


energy and vigilance of its legislation, thai 
moderation which is the strength and beauty 
of victory, would have produced upon the 
country a profound impression. It would have 
been as a beacon set upon a hill shedding its 
ight far and near. Its example would have 
timuialed the enthusiasm of followers, added 
ew recruits aud organized a successful cam- 
aign for 1872. All this is sacrificed to a 
etty and disgraceful struggle for spoils, and 
o-day the republican managers virtually dic- 
ite the policy of the democratic party. A few 
alconlenis, allied with the radical politicians, 
ontrol the legislation of- the State. They 
are cheered on to their work by a couple 
of newspapers, which profess to be demo- 
cratic, but are really republican in disguise. 
Under the pretext of reforming 4be party they 
are paralyz'ng it. A great part of the session 
has passed and nothing is done—nothing is 
heard but the quarrels of Sweeny and Norton, 
Tweed and Genet, What does the country 
care for these men—for their griefs, their am- 
oitions, their aspirations, their sorrows? Is 
there anything in Mr. Norton and Mr. Genet 
that the democracy of the country shall prefer 
them to Mr. Sweeny Or Mr. Tweed, or, at 
least, so strenuously that all good works and 
every wise measure of legislation must be 
arrested? Are their ambitions and quarrels BO 
sacred that the democratic party must be de- 
stroyed at their whim? 


Here the quarrel is, and it can hare but one 


result. General Grant will be the next repub- 
lican candidate for the Presidency, and walk 
the track as easily as Lincoln did in I860,

by Mr. Bennett, of New York, entitled "a bill 
to provide for the better protection of tho 
Northern and Northwestern frontier, and to 
facilitate commerce and diminish the expense 
of exchanges between States"—a bill which 
we regard as embracing a measure of canal 
reform of the highest importance to the great 
grain-producing States of the Northwest and to 
the East, including the State and the city of 
New York. 


The bill proposes, on the part of the' United 


States, with the consent of our State Legisla- 
ture, an issue of bonds to the extent of fifteen 
millions of dollars for the immediate liquida- 
tion of our Erie Canal debt, &c., and that 
"thereafter no tolls or tax of any description 
shall be levied or collected by the State upoa 
any property transported through or upon any 
of our State canals, except a uniform charge 
not exceeding one-half mill per thousand 
pounds per mile, to be collected for the pur- 
pose of defraying the annual cost of the main- 
tenance of said canals, and that any excess of 
appropriation or tonnage dues shall be applied 
to the enlargement of the Brie and Oswego 
canals," &c. The bill next provides further 
securities for the performance of the proposed 
contract on the part of the State, and for the 
appointment by the President of three com- 
missioners of the United States, whose duty it 
shall be to see that the stipulations of this 
agreement, when made, are carried out by the 
State. 


The main object of this bill—the reduction 


of the expense of the transportation of the 
grain crops of the great Northwest to this port 
and of the goods returned in exchange—is the 
question for the consideration of Congress. 
Under our present system our State canals are 
a costly political machine, and the tolls ex-

The prosperity of Chicago 
from the lines cast and west, and of other 
intermediate cities, is drawn from their grain 
elevators and railway profits; and if only two 
or three per cent of these drippings by the 
way can be saved by the Western grain pro- 
ducer he will be handsomely rewarded. We 
do not know why a cargo of flour may not be 
sent in a seagoing steamer or sailing ship 
direct from St. Louis to Liverpool at less cost 
than by way of Chicago eastward by rail or by 
water. We expect that before the lapse of 
many years (with the annexation of the New 
Dominion) the great water line of the lakes and 
the St. Lawrence, from the first day of May to 
the last of November, will be made equal to all 
the demands of the contiguous States and Ter- 
ritories on both sides. 


We do not suppose, however, that the pro- 


ducers of the present heavy and still increasing 
surplus products of provisions ia the North- 
west will for many years be compelled 
to seek a foreign market. 
As popula- 


tion increases in the mining Stales and Ter- 
ritories, and in the wheat, com, beef, pork, 
wool and whiskey producing States themselves, 
manufactures will be introduced and the mar- 
ket of the producer will be brought nearer and 
nearer his own door. It is, indeed, possible 
that within the nest ten years such will be the 
enlargement in the Southwestern States of the 
Atlantic section of the cotton culture, and 
such the increase ot cotton mills, furnaces, 
foundries, &c., therein, that the whole of the 
reduced surplus of the great wheat-producing 
States will be consumed in the cotton States of 
the Mississippi valley, to say nothing of the 
mining Slates to the west side of the Rocky 
Mountains. In this view Chicago has nearly 
reached the height of her prosperity, and she 
will have to substitute factories for her grain 
ilevators, or within a short period she will 
begin to decline. 


Meanwhile the nearer we bring ihe Brie 
'anal to a free public highway the better it 


will be for Western producers and Eastern con- 
sumers and New York shippers of wheat, 
lour, corn, beef, pork and whiskey, and the 
jetter it will be as a check upon these grasp- 
ing and unscrupulous railway monopolies, 
ilenee we approve the Erie Canal scheme of 
reform embodied in Mr. Bennett's bill.

The Churches Yesterday. 


The morning dawned yesterday as clear an* 


bright and beautiful as If tho departing wintc 
was not still struggling with approaching 
spring. A bright sun flooded tho city with its 
glorious light, shining upon the homes of 
poor alike with those of the rich, and gilding 
the humble cross upon the church of the lowly 
no less than the lofty steeples of those grand 
edifices wherein are held the regular Sunday 
reunions of our aristocracy. It was curious 
to note the effect the fine weather had upon 
the public. All the fashionable churches were 
crowded to repletion, and this fact demon- 
strates that 
much of wealthy humanity's 


religion 
depends 
upon

the atmosphere. We fear, too, that it is as 
capricious as the weather; for when night came 
the rain fell and these churches were almost 
deserted. 


Our attention this morning must be first 


bestowed upon the religious sanctuaries of 
fashion. On the attendants of those our mis- 
sionary labors are most needed; wherefore 
it is that we shall call attention to Grace 
church, the Church of the Messiah, Church of 
the Divine Paternity, Fifth avenue Presbyte- 
rian church and St. Stephen's Roman Catholic 
church. It was observed that in these there 
was not so great a display of dresses as on 
previous Sabbath days, but there was still 
much inconsistent with true religion. The 
devout worshippers found it difficult to inhale 
the odors of sanctity because of the odors of 
Lnbin's extracts which filled the churches; and

scriptural advice, which we commend to all 
our readers. 
Dr. Potter preached eloquently 


oa the beauties of charity, eulogized the late 
George Peabcdy and expressed regret that the 
wealthy were not more given to benevolent 
deeds. Rev. George H. Hepworth explained 
what heaven and hell are. He told his con- 
gregation that "getting to heaven was no part 
of any contract, no matter of sale and pur- 
chase," and he might have added that on the 
doors of the divine sanctuary there are no 
placards bearing the words, "No free pews 
here." Dr. Chapin's sermon tended to prove 
that "true Christianity is a belief in Christ, 
and that no outward forms or ceremonies are 
necessary 
to 
achieve 
salvation," while 


Dr. Hall referred 
to the lack of re- 


ligion in our midst, which he thought 
due to bad instruction-. 
At St. Stephen's, 


where the rich and the poor knelt side by 
side, Dr. McGlynn preached well and elo- 
quently. At all these churches the music was 
of the highest order. Alto, soprano and con- 
tralto harmoniously blended with basso, tenor 
and baritone. Perhaps God's power and glory 
were sung in too strict accordance with purely 
earthly art, and that the singers and many of 
their hearers thought more of the high notes, 
the cidences and the trills for the sake of their 
melody than as hymns in praise of Him who 
ruleth all things. Still, music is the handmaid 
of religion, if even not always associated with 
piety. 


Passing over to Brooklyn we find that in 


the tabernacle of Brother Beecher the congre- 
gation was, as usual, a very select and, let us 
believe, pious one. Beautiful flowers deco- 
rated Plymouth church, and perhaps it was 
these that imparted to the scene much o 
peace and grace. The sermon preached was 
devoid of lairtb. The well clad sinners were 
not compelled to lean back in their velvei 
cushioned seats and with hearty rounds ol 
laughter testify to their devotion to God. Mr. 
Beecher preached on the "higher Christian 
life," and after propounding sound doctrines 
to his hearers invited them to ascend to a 
higher piano of Christian life, which we 
earnestly assure his congregation does not 
mean higher bids for pews at the next auction 
sale, but good deeds and pious lives in this 
world. At the Lafayette avenue Presbyterian 
church Dr. Cuyler preached a sermon on the 
Toorhees tragedy and its lessons, in which he 
argued that the rumsellers were responsible 
for the tragedy. 


At all the other churches the attendance 


was good. Instructive sermons were preached 
at the Church of the Epiphany, St. George's 
Chapel, Seaman's Church of Our Saviour, St. 
Mary's and other places. 
Men and women 


with the love and fear of God in their hearts 
thither went, sorrowful for sins and prayerful 
for pardon. And on these, and also on those 
who make religion a fashionable observ- 
ance, we trust that the divine grace benig- 
nantly fell. 


THE AsTi-CoNFEDEEATiosr SENTIMENT in the 


British Provinces has been heretofore pretty 
well confined to discussion and generalities. 
Now we see the New Brunswick government 
is at a deadlock, owing to an attempt to dis- 
miss Mr. Botsford, the clerk of the Legislative 
Council, for annexation sentiments.

CouucE have declined to let him be dis- 
missed, and claim that the New Brunswick 
provincial government has no right of juris- 
diction over their officers. The Newfoundland 
Assembly has agreed to a resolution to the 
effect that they see nothing-but what inspires 
apprehension ia the proposed confederation 
with Canada. 


SSNATOU REVELS, of Mississippi, (free man 


of color), has given Senator Sumner another 
lesson in political ethics and the rights of man. 
The colored Senator, with others of the Missis- 
sippi delegation, has induced the President to 
delay signing the bill for the admission of Mis- 
sissippi until a bill for the removal of political 
disabilities shall have passed both houses, 
some of the members of the delegation being 
numbered at present among the politically dis- 
abled. Senator Revels comes to his Senatorial 
duty with the right spirit, and his Ethiopian 
ethics should put Sumner to the blush. If he 
continues in this way he may eventually take 
the radical leadership himself and cut loose 
from Sumner's theories.

>rogramme is to reduce expenditures and to 
economise as much as possible; to lighten the 
axes as far as practicable without detri- 
ment to the public credit; to make no violent 
changes in an in-crease or reduction of the 
national currency; to keep up the payment 
f the debt as far as we can without incou- 
anience to the country, aud to fund the re- 


mainder as fast as we can at a saving of ono 
and a half per cent on the interest. 


We expect, too, that after the financiers of

In another column will be found some notes 


of a sermon delivered yesterday by Rev. Dr. 
Thompson, in the Tabernacle, on the support 
of Catholic schools by the City Council. Our 
pulpits are an indication, so far as they go, 
of the tendencies of educated thought; and 
the fact that they are now discussing the topic 
of sectarian- schools in the city must be 
accepted as an evidence that this subject is 
likely to receive all the attention it seems to 
deserve. 


Although it is written ia the constitution of 


the State that "the free exercise aud enjoy- 
ment of religious profession and worship, with- 
out discrimination or preference, shall forever 
bo allowed in this State to all mankind," yet it 
is certain that in this city there is on the part 
of our municipal authority "discrimination 
and preference" to the extent of at least half 
a million dollars a year. We have a Church 
sustained by the political power by direct 
grant of money, and in so far as that fact 
binds Church and State we have that dan- 
gerous union. Out of the taxes paid in the 
city half a million ia given by our Aldermen, 
not to the cause of religion, but to the support 
of the Catholic Church. This fact is, we be- 
lieve, not denied by those who receive the 
money; for although it is in some quarters 
claimed that this allowance is made for the 
education of children too poor to attend the 
public schools, it is acknowledged by the bolder 
supporters of municipal donations that this 
lame excuse must be given up, and the action 
must l>e defended on the ground that the 
money is given in order that children may be 
taught in the faith of the Roman Catholic 
Church. 


We are opposed to this use of public money 


because it is contrary to the law. It is not 
only against the plain letter of the law, but 
it is contrary to the spirit of every principle 
on which American freedom is based. It is 
the primary idea of our system that govern- 
ment is instituted for political purposes only, 
and if there is any one gigantic evil that our 
;overnment should be guarded against it is the 
alliance, or even the least relationship, be- 
ween political and religious authority. Oppo- 
sition to that source of untold evil is in the 


ery fibre of the'American brain, and this 


nation will most assuredly stand or fall by this 
point of political principle. They who should 
most respect this point of our system are the 
loman Catholics themselves. Of all our citi- 
zens they should be the last to encourage any 
ampering with this guarantee of one of their 
most sacred rights; for if ever there could be 
any change in this respect, that change would 
certainly not be in their favor. 
This is a 


country of Protestant people by a majority so 
overwhelming that its decrees could never 
coma in dispute, and ff the topic is ever pushed 
o an issue it will be lo the injury of those in 
whose interest the noodles of our city govern- 
ment now defy the law.

French, English aud 
Irish correspondents in Paris tell of the Roche- 
fort arrest riota, the origin, progress and sup- 
pression of the movement. Their accounts agrea 
almost completely with those already given by 
the HEKALD special writers of the Victor Noir 
shooting ease, the Noir funeral agitation and 
the general radical excitement which culmi- 
nated in the barricades. It will be seen, in- 
deed, that the present details of the Rochefort 
case go to show that this latter event was com- 
pletely incidental to and a sequence of the 
Noir tragedy.

The neavy rain ot Friday night raised the water

north are down and we cannot get anything certain 
from above Solon, where damage to a considerable 
extent was done to mills and dams on tne Pall 'Brook.

Ice. The freshet m January piled the ico up so tnat 
It was, in mauy places, roar or flve feet thicK, and 
this is completely out from Ausou to Auzusia, If not 
further up. There has Seen little or no damage 
done at tins point. Tne Ice jammed below Somerset 
Mills baturday night, causing it to be oiled up m 
huge masses. The loss Iu somerset and at Kendall 
Mills is Hgnr. 
Aoout coon on Matnrday the water undermined 


a culveit 011 tne Portland and Kennebec Kail- 
road, juat above Waterville, and before the dam- 
a«e could be arrested a pit fifty icet long and thirty 
feet deep was washed out. A crew of lorty men be- 
lonsiuff to that road and a crew lurnlshed by superin- 
tendent Noyes, ol the Maine Central, woriced all night, 
so that the SKowhegan trains arrived here thW 
mor;j>t)£. More thau one tnousaiid sleepers and 
other timbers were used to flll UD the break. The 
river seemefl to be one vast floe of broten ice, 
mingled wiui timber. Here and there it jammed, 
and the ice piled upon the shores UKe a sea wall, 
crushinc leuces ana leaving huce boulders 01 ice 
upon adjacent lands. The damage up tna Sandy 
river and tne Ci^rrabasset must oe very great. U is 
probable the bridges over the rivers have been 
swept away. It the freshet 13 followed by a warm 
spell the damage to the lumbering interests most be 
very greaf. Tne losses ol the bridges at Madison 
and JSondRewoct win be seriously lelc by the public.

Early Friday 
morning a severe ram storm commeucaJ here and 
lasted until Saturday noon. A large body of snow 
was on the (irouud, wlich. was almost carried off, 
and this, added to the great amount of water which 
fell, has

tremendous freshet

the Kenuebec river. Thlg morning the ice gave way 
here and passed to Haliovreli, where it stopped and 
formed an immense Ice dam. The water ross rapidly 
here to the height of twenty-five feet above low 
watei mart. The ice soon gave way abovs the dam 
and came down with tremendous force, carrying 
away the bridge, 500 feet long, of the Portland and 
Kenneuec Railroad, at this place. The city bridge 
spafls the river jnst below the railroad bridge, but 
tttls'stauils at tho present time, though it is unsafe 
for travel.

They estimate their damage at $10,000. 
Lambert's large iron foundry, on the east side of 
the rivet, is submerged, wluch. will occasion great 
damage. The mills and dam on Bond's brooK are 
inundated, but uo estimate ot tue damages can be 
made. 
At Hallowell nearly the whole business portion ot 
Water street Is overflowed. In many or the stores 
water 13 tix leet deep on the ground floor. Suny 
merchants moved their goods away in boats, but the 
larger part were destroyed. Some 100 or 200 dwell- 
ings m tue lower part of the city were floated from 
their louudations and overturned, and many fami- 
lies are rendered houseless. Several new icehouses, 
wluch have lately been erected and partly filled, 
have been carried away. All the ice in the river 
for inure than fifty miles above is here packed in 
one solid mass, forming an Immense ice dam. 
At Gardiner the ice is still firm. The water nas 
risen considerably, though nothing to what it has 
been uere and at Hallowell. This place being below 
the creat ice dam. the greater part of the city around 
the depot la overflowed, and consideranle damage to 
the lumber stored there has been done. Should the 
ice Ki\ e way at Hallowell It would sweep all before 
it, and the destruction of property here would be 
t'riiiu. Ic 13 estimated that the damage to the Port- 
land and Kcnueuec Railroad is S150.000. Arrange- 
ments have already been tuade to rebuild the bridge 
Immediuteb. Great excitement has prevailed here 
all day, and crowds of peoplb gathered on the streets 
and banks ol the river to witness the grand spectacle. 
Later ieporj,!> from up the river state that a Urge 


jam of ice Is afloat, and great tears are entertained 
tor the saieiy of the city bridge here. The water still 
holds up to Its highest point.

Just before the adjournment of the House on Sat- 


urday the Speaker laid before tbat body a commu- 
nication from the Secretary of State, witlwanother 
batch of correspondence upon the recent assassina- 
tion of Greenwalta and the wounding of his com- 
panions In Havana. There are quite a number of 
papers, but the .substance of allot tiieni has already 
been published. They include a letter from Consul 
General Hall, covering a copy ot tus first cable tele- 
gram, already published, announcing the assassina- 
tion: the affidavit of Mr. Gardner Wells, the fourth 
man of the party, and who escaued unhurt; the 
statement of Mr. Barclay, the superintendent of the 
laboratory of Vmcente Fernandez & Co., in whose 
emplov Wells was; a translation of the proclama- 
tion of the Political Secretary, Cezare Fernandez; 
the declaration of the Consul General of France; 
a letter from Fernandez & Co. to their New York 
house, giving their statement of the occurrence; a 
letter from Consul General Hall enclosing additional 
papers; Mr. Hall's second telegram to the Secretary 
ol' Slate, also published; a statement showing that 
Greenwalth was roughly treated 
after 
being 


wounded aud while being earned to the Celador of 
tne Barls; a statement by Kra. Graham Dunlop, wife 
of the Brittsn Consul General, who was an eye wit- 
ness to the affair; a letter Irom the Political Secre- 
tary, announcing that the Casino Espauol had 
opened a subscription m favor of the widow and 
children of the unfortunate German Killed on bun- 
day, and that tuere were saspicioms as to tne assas- 
sin, who had hid hlmseir, but was being sought for 
and would be caught; that the wounded men were 
doing very well, ana telegraphic correspondence 
between the Secretary of State and tue Consul Gen- 
eral of Oermanyvat New YorK, and Messrs. Lanman 
and Kemp, of New Yorfc, as to the nationality of 
Greenwalth.

STATEMENT 
OF THE FBENCH 
CON3OT. 
OKNEIIAU 


In nm letter covering the declaration ot the 


French Consul General, Mr. Hall compliments that 
gentleman highly, and attributes the safety of Fos- 
ter to the courageous interference of Marquis Zor- 
bin Zauson. The declaration or this gentleman la a 
faithful and interesting account of the affair, and is 
given entire, as follows:— 


On Saturday, February 8, I left tns Hotel de Te!e- 
graplie a little before noon. I got into my carriage 
in order to go to the office of the Consulate, where I 
•was to preside at tne annual meeting of the French 
Benevolent Society, Alter having met the carriage 
of the Consul General of England, Winch was taking 
Mrs. Dunlop and her daughter to the hotel, and being 
near the promenade called Parque de Isabel Cattolica, 
on a line with the street called Teenlnte Key; I dis- 
tinctly heard several shots of firearms. I ordered 
my coachman to stop, and turning my eyes towards 
the promenade, m the direction whence came the 
noise, I perceived a man ruuulng at full speed and 
two persons pursuing him; the fugitive was over- 
taken and seized. I saw a shot fired at mm; the 
muzzle of the weapon almost touched his head, and 
a moment after I saw him struck behind, between 
the shoulders aa it seemed to me. This took place 
less than 100 paces from the spot where I was 
and in less time than I require to write it. 
The unfortunate mau 
had. however, escaped 
Irom the hands of his aggressors and was 
running towards my carriage. 
Seeing that he was 
near enough I made him a sign, called to him and 
told him to get into the carnage with me. 
1 qaw 


him when but a few steps from me. He was a joung 
man, about twenty-five years of age. wearing cloth 
garments and having a verv florid complexion. His 
a,io.d3 were covered with blooJ. He staggered as if 
ready to fall. lie did not utter a single word. He 
seemed to make an effort to come to me, but at the 
sight of bis assassins he turned aside and went m 
the direction ol ttie Arsenal. My coachman has 
since told me that lie saw nun fall or disappear 
against the paling which separates the nrometiade 
irom the American Railway. At tb.0 same moment 
the two aggressors appeared before me with a. bold 
and threatening air. One ol them wore a brown 
snrtont and l could not distinguish, his features. 
The other was quite a tall man, nrlio was nearer 
to me, and who wore a straw hat with a cock- 
ade, like those or the volunteers. He seemed 
in no wise excited by wnat he had just done and 
was coolly cleaning a large stiletto, whica I saw 
gleaning in his hand. "Gentlemen," exclaimed I, 
in Spanish, -what is toe matter? 
Wlut u this:; 


Wuy treat this unfortunate man thus ?" 
ik "He is a scoundrel," replied the man with the 
stiletto. "He is a villain and a rascal." 
"But," said I, "of what do you accuse him! 
There must be some reason for all this. What has 
tie done? What has he done?" 
"He has shouted 'Viva Cespedes,' and he wears 
an American cravat. He and many otners deserve 
what has happened to him." 
"But," rejoined I, "It is not customary to kill 
people for that; for such things they are taken to 
prison or delivered np to justice." 
I did not vet Know that the victim was an inof- 
fensive foielgner, without arms, defenceless and 
not even able to explain Himself. I supposed him 
to be a native of the country. The tune consumed 
by these, questions and ausn era had enabled him to 
escape and conceal himself. All discussion with the 
assassins was useless—their attitude waa menacuiff. 
We retired. I went to the Consulate, where the 
French citizens were awaiting my arrival, and 
shortly alter I made a report to his Excellency tae 
Captain Genera! or the facts of which I had jast 
been a witness. On returning to the hotel I learned 
that another foreigner had, about the same time, 
oesn pursued by a crowd as !ar as the corner or tno 
Piacidc Vogeur, staDucil and norribly wounded, aud 
tna.r ne ban expired at the door of tne Commission, 
whither the police Had carried htta, without having 
tried to defend nun. 
I nave made this statement—which accords In all 
particulars with, my remembrance—at the request of 
Mr. Ball, Vice Consul General of the United States, 
m order to serve nim as is jnst and proper.

Decline of American Shipping—Report ot cfce 


Chief of tbe Tonnage DiTision. 


The reuort of Joseph Nimmo, Jr., to tie secretary 


of tlie Treasury on "tForeign commerce and deca- 
dence of American "hipping" nas jnst oeen printed. 
Mr. Nimmo 18 cbief of tlie tonnage division of the 
Treasury Department. Among many olner things he 
aays:— 


The two charts (19 and 20) accompanying tne re- 
port indicate, tue one by the line of total tonnaga 
entered and the other by the line or total Imports, 
that our foreign commerce has been subject to fre- 
quent ana violent fluctuations ana tnat during the 
last four years it has been larger than ever before in 
tae history of-the country. Our misfortune la sim- 
ply this:—British ships have superseded American 
«hipa, not only in the Internationa! commerce of tne 
world, but also to a very great degree in our own 
trade with foreign nations.

and sloops measure numerically less under the new 
than under the old admeasurement, wuile ships, 
barks, steamboats, and vessels having closed in 
spaces above their hulls have their tonnage largely 
increased. The aggregate tonnage of the cauutry 
under the new admeasurement is about five per 
cent less than, under the ola. 


Mr. Ntmmo's report occupies sixty-two pages of 


printed matter. He concludes as follows:— 


At this day. when ocean steam navigation 13 
highly advanced, and Is rapidly superseding the use 
01 sailing vessels between aa the large commercial 
ports or tbe globe, let us see to it that we no longer 
suffer the loss of tae profits of our own commerce, 
and the burning disgrace of being obliged to subsi- 
dize foreign steam lines for the carnage of our own 
mails. Mo measures for restoring our commercial 
marine can be effective which do not clearly recog- 
nize the fact that at tins day a prosperous steam 
marine is the necessity of the maritime interests of 
the nation. This is an important epoch in the his- 
tory of commerce. Uy means ot the buez Canal 
our trade with, the East Indies will probably 
be greatly increased. We are also at this time espe- 
cially interested in that great international project, 
the Danea Ship Uaaai, whicn. when completed 
like the Suez Canal, will lead greatly to the devel- 
ment of steam navigation. To hesitate now is to 
surrender entirely. Let us rebuild our merchant 
navv. Let tae flag of the United States again be 
seen in all the large ports of the world at the mast- 
head of our merchant ships—those messengers of 
peace—ana we shall need but little displar of the 
war power abroad In order to maintain the national 
honor or to prove the rurhts or American citizens. 
At this time of our commercial decline let us emu- 
late the brave example of our old maritime rival, 
when twenty years ago she saw the international 
shipping of tlie world rapidly passing into our 
hands. Her course at that important crisis or her his- 
tory is thus described by Freeman H. Morse, United 
bta'tes Consul at London, in. a despatcn to the State 
Department, (Ex. Doc-: No. 283. Fortieth Congress):— 


ComprebendtnE fccr position, she clearly rorcaaw the abso 
lute neceasity- of great, prompt and persevering efforts to" 
recover and maintain her maritime prdBtlge, or she might 
almost calculate the tune w hen her lead oa tho ocean would 
pass pemaineatlT to other hands. She therefore went Into a 
more close and thorough Investigation, practical and theo- 
retical, of the whole question of her commercial future, and 
without delay set about the application of such remedies as 
the nature oC the casa seemed to require. Sne made no 
serious attempt to revive restrictions on foreign commerce, 
but sought to obt.un advantages Tor her own by great im- 
provements in the models and construction of her ships, by 
removing as far as practicable all restrictions against It,

TeclJilatlou can auord. Ihe whole canon 
watched its commercial marine with care and anxiety, for It 
contained the ar£ of their safety, and the government per- 
formed its duty of guardian and protector with more vigi- 
lance, perhaps, than ever before, Tbe government Board of 
Trade, the local boards, Parliamentary committees, intelli- 
gent merchants, shipbuilders, engineers and men oT commer- 
cial knowledge, all contributed their quotas or investigation, 
and thought to unfold its deficiencies and remedies, while the 
representatives of the Kovernment in foreign countries ex- 
plained tho resources of the countrio* to which they were ac- 
credited aud how English traue could be expanded therein. 


Let the interests, then, manifested, in England be 


felt by the people ol the United States, and we shall 
within a tew years retrieve our fallen fortunes upon 
the ocean. It must not be that the ships of the 
nation to wnom we uuilmy attribute our maritime 
disasters shall continue to supersede the American 
Has m our own ports and bear off fioin ns the prizes 
of our own commerce with orner nations. Kather 
let ua follow that line ol policy wiiicli the President 
indicated m his inaugural address—"A. prostrate 
commerce la to be rebuilt."

An International System of Coinage. 


Mr. Kelley, of Pennsylvania, ot the Committee 


on Comaga, lyeightsl and Measures, will, when an 
opportunity shall occur, call up his Dill to promote 
the establishment of an international metrical sys- 
tem of coinage as follows:— 


Whereas certain nations of Europe have adopted 
and have proposed to tue rest 01 the world a comage 
•wmch was originally based upon tnat system of 
weights known as metrical, but which under the 
innueace of circumstances has departed from its in- 
tended character; and wnercas theie is an assured 
expectation that this character ot simple relation- 
ship to metrical weights will be ultimately returned 
to; and whereas the coinage ol the United States can 
be brongnc into eract conlormity with metrical 
weights by a change m its value amounting to less 
than one-third per centum in the case or goia coins; 
therefore. 
Be it enacted by the Senate and Hoasa of Repre- 
sentatives ol the United States ot America in Con- 
gress assembled. Thai the sold nereafter coined by 
the United States shall contain for each, dollar o£ 
denominational value one and one-half grams ol 
pure gold, and shall weigh, for each dollar, one and 
two-thirds crams, the proportion of alloy being thus 
kept as one"to ten; ana that such, corns shall have 
stamped upon them, m addition to other devices, 
their weignt la grams and the Inscription, nine- 
tenths nne.

Stephen Champlin, of tn& United States Navj. He 
was a native of Eiioae Island, and was far advanced 
in years at the time of bis death.

OhampUn entered the naval service in May, 1812, 
during the war with Great Britain, when ne received 
a commission as roaster. His experience induced 
his superiors to place him in command of the Scor- 
pion, carrying two guns, which, participated in the 
battle of Lake Erie. Her commander had the honor 
of firing the first gun at the British fleet. 
He fought 
gallantly during the engagement, 
and at the close, when the British vessels Cnip- 
pewa and Little Belt endeavored to escape, promptly 
pursued them In company wlta the Trippe and com- 
pelled their surrender, the scorpion tiring the last 
shot that was flred on that eventful day.

bill and to any bill that had for its object the aboli- 
tion or polygamy.

ism -whlca women cere, as wen as men, 
are sabjected to. Tfle majority of tls people here, 
both male and female, Have been so instructed and 
controlled that they dare not do anything of moment 
witnont being told to do it. and, Having been told, 
dare not disobey the mandate. Tins Is self-evident 
to every one -who comprehends the secrets of Jfor- 
raonism. So that so long as the present system con- 
tinues to have sway, a3 it. has at present, the fact of 
the women Having the right to vote means only that 
so many more votes can be cast as the Mormon men 
want tnem to be cast. That is the plain English of it, 
divested of all simulation of fairness and freedom.

rators who initiated a general boll campaign In the 
beginning of the year, as soon as it was positively 
evident that a period of easy money was at hand.

point the cliques found it uphill worK of a hard 
character, and they consequently abandoned the 
eilort. The market has since been la the hands'of the 
smaller speculators and of tne brokers who live by 
the trifling fractional fluctuations in the premium.

When, 
however. It was discovered that the prospect in 
Europe was as peaceful as could reasonably be 
looked for; that the accumulation of capital was 
leading to a decrease to ttte interest rate on the 
Continent: that our imports were beginning to de- 
cline unaer the demoralization of last September's 
panic (this weeK they are ouiy about 55 par cent or 
those in 1SSS); that the leading foreign bankers wera 
pressing ttieir bills on tbe market; and taat our ex- 
ports of cotton were far in advance of those of last 
year, their attention was directed to the Gold Room 
S3 the field for a -'bear" campaign. That they have 
enlisted in the work with all their capital and 
enthusiasm seems evident Irom their unloading all 
the stocks which they had been carrying sines Kew 
Tears. The success of the double movement has so 
far been rather gratifying. Moreover, the plan pro- 
mises to afford the cue ror the speculative opera- 
tions of the spring and summer.

The straggle between the rival operators In the 


Government marMt has beea or an interesting char- 
acter, and transactions at the government board 
nave been ror the most part purely on speculative 
account, the ontside investment demand being ror 
the time suspended, abiding tha result. Congress 
and the Cuban question, the national finances, the 
European situation, and, lufact. all auxiliaries to the 
contest, have been employed on either side. For n 
day the battle would be witn tbe ' -bulls.'' On the 
next the tide would tnru against them. Despite 
all tins energy, or rather by reason or so mnch effort 
on either side, prices moved within an extreme of 
lesa than ouo per ceut. tho advantages, if any, being 
with the "bulls," whose cause received the sudden 
support or a sharp advance aoroad in American se- 
curities, the five-twenties in London touching the 
romarkabie price or ssji. This diversion drove the 
"Boars" to join the stock cliques in, If it did not 
suggest to them, tbe movement ajratnst gold; ror 
governments are curious In their movements, being

There were divine services and preaching at the 


of your faith, even the salvation of your eouls." 
Tne subject of the sermon was "The Higher Portion 
or Christian Experience mThis Lite." Mr. needier 
commenced by guarding his congregation from tho 
supposition that because a Christian character did 
not possess ail the graces ii was therefore-Imperfect, 
It 
was not so; it was sininly undeveloped. 
To enforce 
this lie gave 
a 
graphic 
illus- 


tration of an undeveloped plant, which had all 
the germs of growth and form m it, but had not yet 
developed itself. He urged his hearers to dismiss 
from their minds the mechanical ideas of conver- 
sion and repenunce. These were not like coins la 
a mint, all cast in the same mould, all milled and' 
polished alike. By reason of their diversity they 
were susceptible of different iniluences, and these 
inlluences modified their religious feeling aud con- 
version; and repentance was not tue same to all 
alike in the form it assumed, whatever it might be 
iu-the ultimate result. Neither was Christianity a 
creed or a doctrine. It was the condition of the 
human soul nnder as brizhtest development, 
it 


was, as the Scriptures put it, "Christ in you the 
Hope of glorv;" so that dulereut manifestations of 
grace were developed In men, though all might be 
the result of the influence of the Sun of Righteous- 
ness upon taeir hearts, as plants grown at the 
Equator were the fruits of the sun. 


Mr. Beecher then proceeded to describe Christian 
experience under three distinct gradations. The 
lirst development of Christian life in men was the 
result of striving and rearing, the result of an 
awakened conscience. How to keep our moral 
nature m harmony wiia that sense or right requires 
a fearful en'ort. Men in that state may oe said to be 
at tfie oar, and every inch made in the river of llle 
is one that they have to pull for, for they have very 
little wind to help them in the voyage. The govern- 
ing idea or God with men under this influence was 
toat He was a judge, as a Master controlling them, 
and they live In fear of Him and not in love towards 
Him. 
The next condition was when men were 
cailea to be servants, hired men or the great High 
Priest. They labored and worked iu the Christian 
life, and by bracing themselves by a real, active, 
working lire achieved a state of Christian experience 
that was higher than the first, and very much more to 
be desired. The third was described asdinermgfrom 
the second by the illustration of a nurse and a 
mother. The nurse ia her care and her fidelity, and 
in a certain kind of love for the child, was probably 
incomparable, out the gushing fountain of love was 
with tne mother; and woen that child was sick the 
nurse's fidelity was invaluable, but it conla-not com- 
pare wita this passionate love that came straight 
irom the heart of the mother. 
JSow, this whole 
souledncss, in which Uod was seen in everybody, as 
the artist sees form, outline ana beauty in ail aronnd 
him, or.as the mechanic looks on nature to see only 
its forces ana its powers, was the privilege of all 
Christians and may be attained by them. It had 
been attained nnder whatever form oi laith it bad 
shown itseif. 
Madame Guyon had reacned it, 
through the medium of the Roman Catholic 
Church. John Wesley had attained it by a Metho- 
dist form or Christianity, and Oberlin possessed it as 
a Congregationalism So had many men and women 
now living; aud Mr. Beecher concluaed by inviting 
all who heard Ms voice to ascend to a higher plane 
or Christian lire.

Tfae Toorhces Tragedy and Its lessons—"Thon 


Shalt Not IvilJ"—jaiscourse by Kev. 
Dr. 


Coylcr. 
Kev. Dr. Cuyler, pastor of the Lafayette avenne 


Presbyterian chnrch, Brooklyn, preached a sermon 
on the Toorhees tragedy and its lessons before quite 
a laige congregation last evening. The subject of 
the discoorse'was "Death in a Dramshop," and Dr. 
Cuyler selected as his text the sixth, commandment, 
'Thon saalt not kill." 
In opening the reverend gentleman made tae 


assertion that there was one murder on an average 
every day In the twin cities of New Tort and 
Brooklyn. We have been having a carnival of crime, 
and the majority of the murders committed can be 
traced right back to one source—the-dramshop. It 
was quite fitting, therefore, that the tragedy of the 
last Sabbath (the muraer or Mr. Voorhees by Wil- 
liam Chambers) should have .been euactea in the 
headquarters of drunkenness and death. The assas- 
sination of a popular, generous, public spirited citi- 
zen on tne 
Sabbath 
sent a 
thrill or hor- 


ror into every heart and home. To assassinate 
is to kill by surprise, and the unhappy man who fell 
in ttiat dramshop was tlie vicilm or u terrible sur- 
prise. Dr. Cuyler would not utter an unkind word 
against itie man; but truth and justice compelled 
him to say that he mourned that the murdered man 
was in a dramshop on that Sabbath day. We Know 
it was contrary to the spirit or the law or God and 
contrary to the law of tae State of New York to by 
dealing In strong drink In a drinking house on tne 


time mleut be of great instructlv« benjflt. In all 
ages men who would go hand in hand In all other 
religious doctrines w ould in that of baptism separ- 
ate and indulge in ceaseless contentions and con- 
troversies. 
Tae form of baptism, whether by 
cifuslon or Immersion, was but a secondary matter; 
11 had but little to do with tlie representative, typi- 
cal, symbolical, sacramental washing away of sins 
by the blood of Christ. Baptism is an imperative 
duty. The Lord has commanded It. In regard to 
the form, none should allow themselves to be per- 
plexed or in doubt. A Jreedom in this exercise Is 
given to the Christian Church. The remission of 
sine by faith in the blood of the Saviour can only be 
effected, andiu this raith au Christians must live 
and die.

people ol tne present day. But with all this mate- 
rial prosperity was blended a luxuriance or the

ing. knowing tuat as the true la Dent so doth 
it grow. Iv'iiuonai characier equnily as personal ue- 
rivcs its highest excellence Irom moral worth; ana 
who does not Know that moral worth is essentlallv- 
interwoveu with the proper observances or religion f 
Tlie grandeur of every nation is miiiuly established 
on the moral excellence of its people, and this ex- 
cellence is inseparable Iroin the ardent opposition 
that clings to tue truths of religion.

promote education, but education m connection 
witli religion.

Education does not consist in merely acquiring 


T the knowledge and use oriettc-rs and figures, jrivery- 
• thing depends on giving the ngnt motives and 
habits as to me use of these letters and figures. 
Without tnese motives and habits letters and fig- 
ures, like any other tools, may oa turned to a bad 
as well as to a good pnrpobe. And anybody knows 
how much immorality and lawlessness comes or the 
use of the bad and corrupt publications ol the day. 


The partisans of onr presentpublie school system 
start from two capital errors. First— Tuat it is the 
duty of ttte State to educate. We know, however, 
of no commission to teach bnt that winch nature 
gave to parents and that which Christ conferred 
on His Church. The State has no such right— no 
claim to step in or to interfere between the pa- 
rent and His own flesa and blood. It is the duty 
and right or the Cnurcii to teach her children. She 
nas a divine commission to do so— a commission as 
wido as tne world to go and "make disciples of 
all 
nations, teaching them ,to observe all 
things wnaisoever i bave commanded you." 
This is a commission 
which admits of, no 
doubt or question; it Is anterior to, superior to and 
independent of any human laws. The power that 
excludes religion irom education claims thereby the 
nulit to admit it if it will; and if it admit it, uien in 
what Iorm and to wnac degree is thus placed the State 
over the Church. But religion, if anything, is tne 
supreme law — the basis or morality. 
Tlie ract is not 


to ue disputed that oar public schools tarn out men 
or reiined taste, inteHoctnal acquirements, ana, 
above all, great power or mental application. But, 
as me wise man says, "Man is inclined co evil from 
his yoata," 
and 
this 
inclination 
requires 
a 
counteracting 
influence; 
hence 
we 
say 
that, the intellect, 
the 
Heart, the trill, the 
cnaracter are to . be formed by the united, 
constant anu uniform action or Christianity. We do 
not ass or expect one religion tanght m the. public 
schools, but we do ask that it snail not be insulted 
or tampered with in them. The law in all the states. 
we beliere, forbids the introduction of sectarianism 
into the public schools, aait we have a right to 
insist that this law shall be rigidly enforced. But 
text booxs are used whicn misrepresent and malign 
our religion, and in many places the Protestant zeal 
ol the teachers is so ardent that they otinnot forego 
toe. attempt to Protestantize the Catholic cnildren 
under ta.sir care. 


Another objection, and a valuaale aad reasonable 
one, is ihe religions inequality winch Is tolerated m 
the public schools, by miroaucm;;, when there may be

This church, Bituatea at the corner or Clinton and

Enellsh newsrapers we hsve accounts ol the first 
inception ana progress or the Rochefort arrest riots 
In the French capital. 


A telegram from Paris, dated on the 8th of Feb- 


ruary, reports ss follows:— 


M. Eocheforr. was arrested last nitrbt as he was 
entering a public meeting. He made" ao resistance 
bat enjoined the citizens to reaiala qaiet, as he 
should sooc retura. He was then conducted to St. 
Pelalzie. M. Flourens dreiv a swora CMS and 
nnouted, '-Kocbelortmost beset frea!" It is eveu 
Eald that he fired one or two shots. Lucsily, how- 
ever, no one was wounded. In the meantime the 
commissary of police dissolved rhe meetinsr. He 
was at otu*e draeced into the street and threatened 
with death, but was finally rescued. 


At ten o'clock m the evening there were great 
crowds m the streets bat no disorder. 


BABKICADES. 
At hair-past ten an attempt was made to throw 
up barricades lu Hie FanboaredaTemusby upset- 
tlmr carriates. The rioters were dispersed by the 
police. Barricades were lormed at the same tuna 
at Belleville, whither the Gardes dc Paris and bodies 
ol Infantry were sent. 


At one A. M. this morning the boulevards were 
animated, but there was no disorder.

of tee United States a bill will be proposed 
to jou lor the purpose of deflning the status 
of suajcm or citizens 01 foreign countries wtio 
may desire naturalization, and of aiding them in 
the attammeut of that object. 1'ou roll lurther ba 
invited to consider uuis prepared lu compliance with 
the report 01 tue commission on courts of judica- 
ture, lor the improvement of tue constitution sad 
procedure of the superior triUunal.i of both, original 
and appellate jurisdiction. The .question or religious 
tests in the universities and colleges of Oxford and 
Cambridge has been under discussion lor many 
jeara. Her Majesty recommends such a legislative 
settlement of tua question as may contribute to 
extend the usefulness of these great institutions, 
and to heighten me respect wita which they are 
justly regaruea.

the body ol statutes which relate to merchant ship- 
ping. 


Wnile commending to you these weighty matters 
01 legislation her Majesty commands us to aid that 
the recent extension of agrarian crime in several 
parts of Ireland, with its traia or accompanying 
evils, has nlled her Majesty witu pain.';:' concern. 
The executive governmeut has employee' ireely 
the mejos at its command for the prevention of 
outrage, aud a partial improvement may bs ob- 
served; but although me number of oflenoes within 
tins class of crime uas l;dea by 110 means so great as

His rescue was then enected 
by police agents. 


Meantime numerous groups of persons collected

faubourg dn Temple and in the neighborhood of tiie 
I'oursiiu barracks: but the police were stroasr 
enough to disperse the levolauoaista. 
In the rue de Paris, at Beiievide, an imposing 
barricade was extemporized by the overturning of 
six omnibuses, but 110 lurtner hostile demonstra- 
tion anpears to have Been nude there. At one 
o'clock yesterday morning strong bodies of police 
and military wera despatched to that quarter. 


The authorities then seemed fully alive to the dan- 
ger, and equal to any emergency. 


A later atspatcn says that flfteen persons were 
arrested while engaged m the defence of the barri- 
cade at Belleville, a commissary ol police was 
tronnded by a bayonet thrust ana a sergeaiit-de-vllle 
struck in the breast bv a revolver.

The debate mine uniish Parliament, oa Tuesday 
night, Fe&ruary 8. on the address to the Crown was-^- 
as already noticed in our caale telegrams—Drier, and 
comparatively uumteresting. 


In IBs House of Lords the .Vtarquia of UUXTLEY, in 
moving the address, said he was nappy to be m- 
foraieu tuat ner ilajesty was not suaermff from a 
serious Illness, although sue was so far indisposed 
as to oe unable to open so important a session, tie 
regretted that tue settle jieni; of the differences be- 
tween England aud America had not beeu rati- 
fied 
by the 
Halted States government, but 


He hoped taey womd still receive a satisfactory solu- 
tion, ior ii w as desirable that the two nations should 
oe in Harmony. The land question in Ireland was 
undoubtedly tae most important question of the ses- 
sion. Tae tuna had arrived when that question 
(which ought not to Be considered a party onej should 
be settled, lor there was abundant pioor of the ne- 
cessity lor imuiea tote legislation. He trusted that 
the government measure would be most ra.Tand 
just to landowners aud tenants, and the government 
ought not to be deterred from introducing such a 
measme, because it might nut meet with me views 
of unreasonable people. (Hear, hear.) It was to be 
hoped that the present system of outrages would not 
be continued, lie was not aware of the provisions 
of the government measure or education, but ne 
trusted it would be a soluuouot Ihe many difficulties 
which surrounded the consideration of this import-- 
ant question, ana that it would be such a systtui as 
would reach the vagiant classes. 
(Hear, hear.) 
There were mauy other grare questions before Par- 
liament which demanded the exercise of impartial 
judgment. He was, glad to llnd that trade was im- 
proving, ana it was probable tnat the present depres- 
sion would soon disappear. The nuble JL,ord con- 
cluded bi reading the address. 


The Earl ol .FINGALL, in seconding tho address, 
said ne was of a very small ooiir vrhu, in (iiu upper 
Uonse, could represent the feelings of that very con- 
siderable portion or her Majesty's snojacis—the 
Roman Catnolics of Ireland. To that he oired ifte 
honor or being selected to second the address. 
Though ho was out a feeble advocate lie yielded co 
none in me desire to bnng his fellow couutryiasu 
into more harmonious feehmjs with the rest of her 
Majesty's subjects. 
(Hear, heur.) 
JJe asHed their 
lordships to consider the circumstances o! tae Irisli 
land question, and those wno H ere lusli landlords 
would t>e abked to give their saacilou to such u 
measure as would give contentment to the 
tenantry 
and 
thereby 
increase 
the 
pros- 
perity 
of 
the country. It was with, shame 
lie acknowledged that tile clause of the speech 
lelatmg to agrarian crimes was true, but he was 
klad tu find mat her JUiyesty piaced her ciuef reli- 
auce on measures 01 conciliation. The preservation 
01 peace was ii Urst necessity o, civilization. (Hear, 
hear.) T'lmj should hope tuat necessity lor repres- 
?ive xaeastues would uot ariio. lia TVIXS inclined to 
take a cheerlul view of tho Irish qu'jbtiou, anci he 
hoped Halt tne worst had pabsed. Tae Irish Churcu 
act had bet-a deeply lelt by tne Kuumn Catholic 
population, aud wuen tho great coiimdsiou had 
ueen crowued KV a generous aud liberal reform of 
the iaud laws tfle iri^h people would settle dou'n 
and become contented. Iiisli mlerosts wens inaepa- 
rably uouad up with English mteiests, ana the insh 
would bet,ome a happy and united people aud a 
source ol streugjh and pnae to the iintish empire. 


Lord CAIK>H baid the royal speech was not with- 
out a certain singularity oa account 01 the omissiion 
01 subjects wnicu were generally relerred to. It was 
a subject ol congratulation tuct tnirre was nothing 
In reicreace to our foreign relations willed called for 
reinarK, but me cuso wicu regard to the colonies was 
somewhat diflereat, and sum a subject could not ha 
of luduTeience to the I'ariiameui, ol rna empire. It 
haa also always been the habit, wuea distress pre- 
vuilsd m the country, that some notice of it should 
be taken m the speeches. It diu not appear to be 
the intention of the government to introduce meas- 
ures or eductioa lor Ire.and aad fccotlaud. As to 
tue measure lor the transfer or laud, 
tnera 
were no people ao 'interested as the otrners of 
that land (hear, hear;, tt'ith regard to the laud 
question ol Ireland, ne was not disposed to criticise 
the words in which the clause was trained, but he 
was not aware that there were any hiws about the 
acquisition ot laud lu Ireland except the laws of 
sunply and demand and of political economy, and 
those laws he snpuoaed tlie coveruuient wouU not 
be.able to improve. As to the present state of Ire- 
land, the paragraphs m the royal speech had filled 
him with considerable surprise (hear, hear). A cabi- 
net was a composite body and its members 
might fairly be expected to look upon sub- 
jects from a different point of view, uut he 
had always understood that the master builder 
should take care tnat the works or composite con- 
struction were obliterated from the finished perrorm- 
nnee-j 
(Hear, bear.) 
The government, which 
came to bring a message ol peace to Ireland, were 
abtms: for probationary powers if they became ne- 
ce=sary. The present state 01 Ireland was not only 
very sad, but aiso very shameful, (ilear, hear.) The 
great increase of agrarian crime had been in the 
early part or last year double what it was in the 
previous year, though statistics did not by "any 
means represent the extent and gravity of the mat- 
ter. He pointed out taat legislation of late had cot 
produced peace, but taat aararianbia had Increased, 
and also agitation all over tii'e country. He con- 
tended tnat mis was owing to me wild views which 
the declaration of certain members of her ilajesty's 
government had encouraged. 
Earl GKANYTLLE vindicated the Irish policy of the 
government, and contended thac the bill of last year 
was one of peace and conciliation, and that it had 
already produced a salutary eunct throughout the 
country. At tne same time it would be aiiflcuit lor 
government to nufinsaiii law aad order if they were 
to bo perpetually subjected to a violent accusation 
lor which taere was no foundation, ae hoped the 
measure about to be introduced by government 
would be disc.sssed wltnout party reeling, ana with

There ia another point which rather clouds the sun- 
shine of tlie past year, which casts a deep shauow on 
certain parts d am happy to say only on certain pans), 
but it has cast a deep shadow on certain parts of this 
country. I allude to that unfortunate development 
of crime which, m Ireland goes by the name of 
agrarian crime. 
There 
has, 
no doubt, been 


an increase 
of 
agrarian 
crime during 
the 
last year. 
It began in 1S6S, and tt increased 


very much during tae year. I win not go mto de- 
tails on this subject—ever more melancholy to those 
who are responsible lor the government of me coun- 
try than the subject wnich I reierred to before—but 
l would ask those who nave to consider it to loot 
wilhouteamlty and without party lecllng to thesnb- 
ject. (Hear, hear.) Ko doubt It is a deep disgrace 
to every part of the countr/ to find agrarian crime 
working without being dealt with or put down. I 
allow it is deeply disgraceful. (Hear, hear.) This 
agrarian crime Is one that has unfortunately crop- 
ped up more than once In this country. It we re- 
vert to 1845, during the administration of that able 
man. Sir Robert Peel, we fiad A much more violent 
oatbreaic of tnat particular form of crime than we 
had during the past year. If we want to realize 
what it was in that year, you will only have to tre- 
ble, or nearly so, the amount of agrarian crime dur- 
ing the post year. I said I would not eater upon 
this subject, but I wish to make this observailon:— 
It has been urped on one side that these asrarian 
crimes have been sot up by those wno are afraid of 
remedial measures. It uas beeu urged on tae other 
side that they have beea got up in order to strengthen, 
as it were, more violent measures on the Land bill. 
JNow, I cannot think tbat an intelligent people liSe 
the Irish can fall mto so great an error as that. 
Botn parries who urge those two oifferent issues are 
ia the greatest possible error—one, if they think 
that they can defer tne just course of English policy 
towards Ireland; the other, if they think they can 
urge England faster than she wishes to go. I onlv 
a-lutie to this, for I feel sure tnat. whatever they 
may do, the English Parliament will continue m 
the course that it thinks jast and fair and m>nght. 
(Ilear. hear.) I will oaly say, oa the part ol tho 
executive, tnat we all most earnestly lament this 
state of thuiss. It has been our endeavor to do our 
utmost—1 teel sure we have—to puc the law into ex- 
ecution against these parties. I have said that I 
will not go lato the causes of these outrages, aor 
will I touch oa the remedies whlcn are to be lound 
for tneai. That Is reserved for the'Parliament .to 
discu&j, and it would be imnroper forme to allude 
to them to-night. I wui only say one word about 
one of the remedies which all parties have agreed 
in saying ought to ba dealt with. I allude to the 
question which. Is particularly to be broueht before 
Parliament, and which has alreaay been reterred to 
by the Lord Mayor—the Land bilL ("Hear, hear," ana 
apnlause.) I cannot help thinking that if (hat is 
settled satisfactorily it will oe m a great measure 
a remedy of some of those evils to which 1 have re- 
ferred. I would oaly asK all ihose wno have to deal 
with this subject, both here and tn Parliament, to 
deal wita it la a practical aatl moderate spirit— 
dealing with it generously with regard to the 
rights or tne people, but at tne same 
time 


with, regard to those who have property. (Hear, 
hear.) 
I feel sure that that will oe the spirit 


in 
which 
the 
mass 
of 
the 
Irish 
people 


will approach this great subject. I taow lhat there 
13 no great measure carried through Parliament 
tnat 13 not carried by party, bat I sincerely trust 
that parties will aeree in the settlement of this, 
wnich is one of those questions whicn nave vexed 
Ireland for many years. (Hear, hear.) 
I will not 
detain you further. 1 can oaly look with hope to 
the luture of this country, particularly to -this one 
of ths remaining grievances which have beea 
thrown in tae teetn of England on the part of the 
Irish, people. If this other grievance Is successfully 
removed by the help of both parties m Parliament I 
snail look w.ith hope to toe future of this country. 
May Uod Almighty prosper the work which Parlia- 
ment will have to do, aud hasten the day when the 
Irish, as well as the English ana the Scotch, shall

Such was the exciiemeat caused by tlie killing of

licity waa given to the (Jorouer's iuquisition, con- 
ducted by Coroner Fiynn in the cimmberol tuo 
Bourd of Alaeraieu, taut all-the minutest details aie 
yet iresh la the puolic memory.

jlAILKOAl) HOMICIDE. 
The next In the Hat or homicides, taken chrono- 
logically, happens to belong to that class of homi- 
cides to wmch the highest form, of culpability at- 
taching itseir 13 gross and Inexcusable carelessness. 
J?o!lowjnfi this carelessness, however, was the 
taking of human life, and the still further result of 
the guilty party going nnjvhippett of justice through 
furnishing bail aud never being brought to tral. 
On tne tith or January a year ago Thomas liiiliins 
was driving his uorse and wagon in Secoud avenue 
near Sixty-filth street, and one of the wheels 
of the vehicle got entangled in the wheel of 
another wagon. His wagon was on one of the 
second Avenue Railroad tracks, and while Muilms 
was trying to separate his conveyance from tne 
other, a dummy eugluerau into mem, maiding in- 
juries from which he died. It was proven that the 
engineer, William J. Harris, was goiagal a high rate 
of speed and down a grade aad was unable ia coa- 
scqueuce to stop his car in tune to prevent the fatal 
casualty. A Jar/ empanelled by Coroner Flynn to 
lavestigate tne cause of death, declared in their 
verdict Harris "guilty of culpable negligence," and 
their verdict to thu effect is htiil oa record. A mouth 
later he was given his freedom and isfree still. 


KILLED BY MEDICINE. 


Our next case is an alleged medical murder, one- 
tenth ol tLe number of which, by tae way, probaoiy 
never become known, since, though the most cul- 
pab.e form, of manslaughter, it m ihe easiest kept 
concealed. Tae victim ia this particular case was 
one James Stropp. Beinj taken sick he sent for Dr. 
Amand, tueu htu'ins: an offlce in Bieecker street. 
and possibly keeping his oilice there silll. The doc- 
tor save him a dose of carbolic acid, aad shortly 
afterwards, on January 22, 1300, his patient died. 
Coroner Reenaa investigated the case, a verdict 
•was found ascnbiag death to malpractice and tho 
papers were sent to the Dmirict Attorney. He was 
admitted to bail aad the case has never beea trleu. 


KILLED BY AN OYSTER KNIFE. 


Michael UcGuire, a car driver, a year ago on the 
loin of itist Fenruary was staobed by Thomas Duaa 
witii an oyster kaile, causing injuries from which 
lie died. The two met in Twelfth, street, iiedr First 
avenue, when a dispute arose which terminated in 
tne fatal stabbing of McGulre.

ANOTHER CASE OK MAI.TBAOT1CE. 


Mrs. Sliea O'Hiira, who lived at Ao. as South Wil- 
liam street, on February 17, Ih69, came 10 her death 
through the alleged malpractice of Dr. Walker. A 
Coroner's jury, duly called together bv coroner 
Fi/nn, made aa examination in tne case and gave tt 
verdict to this effect. On the same day the doctor 
was admitted to bail and there has bsea ao trial of 
tuo case since.

Early last June .Richard GirUis was killed by tho 
shot or a pistol, in a nquor store, corner of First ave- 
nuo and Twenty-filth street.
